In an order entered on March 31, 2014, I gave defendant Brian Schueler until April

7, 2014 to advise the court whether he agreed to a dismissal of this action without prejudice

in response to plaintiff’s motion for voluntary dismissal, dkt. #50.  On April 2, 2014

defendant responded that he opposes dismissal of this case without prejudice. 

The court advised plaintiff that if defendant objected to dismissal without prejudice,

plaintiff would have until April 14, 2014 to withdraw his motion for voluntary dismissal or

the dismissal would be with prejudice.  Plaintiff has responded that he agrees to dismiss

defendant with prejudice.
